jately fell your Lands, if it be polfidle, at any Rate, ra- 

tr than keep them; for you will by this Means flarve 
in the Poffzfion of a large Eftate. If Ralf your Land bap- 
tens to be mortgag’d, or fudje to Jointures and Annui- 
ties ; if the other Half goes in a Land Tax; and if your 
Farms be let upon long Leates, as it very often heppens, 

i that you camhot raife your Rents; for God's fake, Sir, 
what cwill you have to live upon? What muft buy you and 
yur Children Bread? All the Country Gentlemen of 
{mall Kitates and, I fear, not a few with large ones, 
muft go to Court, as They do in other Countries, and im- 
plore the Mercy of the King ¢o take their Eftates into bis 
own Hands. None bat money’d Men can thrive under 
fuck Meafuress for their Properties pay no Taxes 3 yet even 
They muft farves fir, Six, when once this Ten Suit- 
ting Lanp Tax (hall make the Gentlemen and the 
Farmers rua away from their Lands and their Houfes, as 
if they were ted with a Plague, eho muff be left to 
raif2 the Corn for our Bread, to feed the Cattle fir our 
Food, or fbear their Wool for our Cloaths? 

* Would not any Man naturally conclude from this 
exquifite Strain of Reafoning and puerile Bombait, that 

a Proposition had been actually made in Form for

gative? It is hardly poflible to conceive that any Man 
could be fo abandon’d to Proftitution, fo harden’d to 
all Senfe of Shame, as to utter a downright Falfhood 
in this publick and pompous Manner, without any

“ The honeurable Gentlemen, Who made the Motion 
for reviving the Salt Duty, endeavoured to give it a 
popultr Turn, by affecting to plead in Favour of the 
Land, in Hopes of getting more eafily into the Pof- 
feflion of a Duty, which, by Funding it out again, 
wou'd raife Six Miuuions of Money.

“ keep their Lands in good Condition, and to repair the 
** Damages, which they had fuftain’d, for the Advantage 
*¢ of their Land/ords, when the Seat of War was remo 
“© ved. On the coatrary in Poland, where the poor Te 
‘© nants ave rack’d and opprefs'd, their Landlords are the 
‘© real Sufferers, a3 their Lands in many Places lye un- 
“* cultivated and produce nothing. 

«© He then proceeded to thew how ¢bis Nation was 
“* loaded with Cufoms, Excifes, and other Impofitions + 
‘© which inhanced the Price of Lasewr and Neccfaries of 
*¢ all Kinds to fuch a Degree, that it made it impoflible 
“* for us tocarry our Goods to Market fo cheap as other 
‘* Nations, and had thereby, ina great Meafure, ruined 
“ the Trade of the whole Kingdom. 

«To This He added, that it would have been 
‘* happy for us, if we had always rais'd the Swpp/ies 
** within the Year, inftead of mortgaging Pofterity, as 
‘© We have done. 

«© Having laid down thefe Premifes, He came at laft, 
** by Way of Swppofition, not of Propofition, to ftate the 
‘© Cafe of the Nation and even the /anded Gentleman, 
“ under the prefent Method of Taxation, and {uppofing 
“ the cvbole Sum, neceflary for the publick Service, fhould 
‘* be rais’d upon Land. 

«« [t is impoflible, at this Diflance of Time, to re- 
*€ colleét the Gent/eman’s Words, or even the Method 
‘¢ He obferved in {peaking ; but [ may appeal to every 
* Perfonia the Houle, whether the Subflance and Mean- 
‘* ing of what He faid was not to the following Effect 

Suppofe, faid He, that five Millions twas the Sum to be 
raifed, This would be ten Shillings in the Pound, if a// 
raifed upton Land. As grievous as this'Tax would really 
bey let any Gentleman compute what He pays, under the 
prefent Method of ‘Taxation, by the advanc'd Price of all 
the Neceflaries and Conveniences of Life, and I believe 
He will find that it amounts to the fame Sum, or more, 
upon Him aud, at leaft, to as much again upin the ret 
of the People occafioned by the vaft Charge of Collec- 
tion, and the Advantages taken by the Merchant and Re- 
tailer. 

Thus is a Mortgage perpetuated on our Effates, which 
vot only drains away half our Income, dust in the very 
Nature of it tends to diminifh cur Rents, by clogging our 
Manufactures, ob/frufing cur Trade, and consequently de- 
preciating the Produce of Land. 

For this Reafon, faid He, J think it as demonftrable as 
any Propofition in Euclid, that if We aftually paid a 
Land ‘Tax of ten Shillings in the Pound, qwithswt any 
other Duties, every Gentleman might live at leaf? in as 
much Plenty, and make a better Provifion for bis Family, 
ihan He can under the prefent Method of Taxation.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
Extrad of a Letter from Baicelona, June 1, N. S. 
We have as yet mocertain Account of the intended 

Expedition; fome People judge it to be again Cruz; 
others thick it is on'y to get the Church’s Crufido Mo- 
ney; but {ome will have it to be defign’d againit ‘he pre 
fent King of Sardinia, in order to reinflate the o'd King 
his Father in his Dominions. Thisat leaft we are aflu- 
red that the prefent King is in terrible Apprehenfions at 
the great Preparations that are made, and hath fent to 
his Father for his Advice in this critical Conjunéture; 
who returned him for Anfwer, that he 4 ped he would 
mot take Advice from a Madman. The Tioops here 
are now embarked, and the Tranfports, about 60 Sail, 
with five Mea of War, are in the Road and will proba- 
bly fail th's Evening for A/icant. The Number of Men 
dejiga’d to embark for this Expedition, it is faid will not 
exceed 26,000. 
HOME NEWS. 

tirk, May 29. This Evening a little before Ten o’ 
Clock, the Grave of William de Melton, Archbiflop of 
York, was opened; it was near the Font, a Vault co 
vered with fix large Stones ; when one of them was lifted 
up fiom over the Breaft, a moft beautiful large Silver 
Chalice appeared, upon which was curioufly engraved a 
Crucifix. He had firft been put in a Lead Coffin, and 
then in one made of Wood, both of which were much 
decayed. 

Sheerne/s, Funes. On the 3d Inftant the King ar-, 
riv’d at Greenwich about Two o’ Clock in the Afternoon, 
and immediately went on board the Carolina Yatcht, 
where his Majefly dined. Betwixt Six and Seven in the 
Evening the Yatcht failed from thence, and came to an 
Anchor in Halfway-Tree Reach about Nine. The 4th 
at Seven in the Morning the Yatchts weigh'd Anchor, 
and came to Gravefend between Eleven and Twelve, and 
anchored about a Mile below the Town. His Majefty 
was fajuted by Tilbury Fort and the Blockhoufe at 
Grovefend as he poled by. About Six in the Evening 
the Yatchts weigh’d Anchor from Gravefend, turn’d down 
to the lower Part of the Hope, and there came to an 
Anchor at Ten. This Morning they weigh’d again, 
work'd down to the Nore, and the Tide being fpent and 
a freth G.le blowing Eafterly, they were obliged to put 
into Sheernefs alittle before Qne. His Majeily was fa- 
juted by the Fort at Sheernefs, and by the Men of War 
riding at Anchor in the River Medway, as alfo by thofe 
riding at the Nore, which laft are to convoy his Majeity 
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I am, Sir, &e. 








to Holland. This Evening his Majefty came ‘afhore to 
view our Fortifications, and the next Day the Mayor and 
Jurats of Queensborough waited. on his Majefty on board 
the Yatcht. 

LON DON, June to. 

It is reported, (and, we hope, true) that a Britith 
Man of War has deftroyed two Spinifh Guarde Cofta’s 
near Jamaica ; from whence a Man of War was gone to 
the Havanna, todemand peremptorily immediate Satil- 
faétion for Damages by Gaarde Coita’s from thence, or 
put in there; and another to Campechey, to demand 
the Woolball, &c. 

Her Majefty and the Royal Family will continue at 
Kenfington, during his Majeity’s Aofence abroad. 

We hear that the 3oth Inftant is fixed for the In- 
ftallation of three new Knights of the Bath, viz. Sir 
George Downing, Bart. The Lord Bateman ard Sir Cha. 
Gunter Nicol. 

On Tuelday laft two Smuglers, Burton and Watfon, 
were taken up in Southwark on Svf;icion of murdesing, 
fome Time ago, a Cuftom-houfe Officer in Kent, and 
after being examined by Sir John Lade, they were fent 
to the County Gaol for Surry till farther Examination. 

Their Royal Highneffes the Paincefs Amelia and Caro- 
line are fo well recovered, that Monday Morning they 
paid a Vifit to her Majefty at Richmond. 

Fifty fine Land Tortoifes are lately arrived from Genoa, 
as a Prefent to her Majelty, which are to be difpofed of 
in the Royal Gardens at Kenfington and Richmond. 

Whitehall, June 1. His Maejefty has been pleafed to 
appoint Philip Honeywood, Eig; Major-General of his 
Majefty’s Forces, to be Colonel of the Regiment of Dra- 
goons, late'y commanded by George Lord Carpenter, de- 
ceafed.

George Wade, Efq: Lieutenant-General of his Maje- 
ity’s Forces, to be Governor of the Town of Berwick 
upon Tweed, and of Holy Ifland, in the Room of Lieut. 
Gen. Jofeph Sabine. 

Richard Ruffel, Eq; Major-General of his Majefty’s 
Forces, to be Lieutenant-Governor of the Town of Ber- 
wick upon Tweed, in the Room of Major General Grove. 

Col. Thomas Howard to be Aid de Camp to his 
Maj-fty, in the Room o: his Grace the Duke of Rich- 
mond.
